SUMMARY OF BILL:    Creates term limits for members of a local board of education so 

that they may not serve more than two consecutive or nonconsecutive terms.  Prohibits a person 

from serving on a local board of education if they are the relative of a current board member.

 Assumptions: 

 

• The proposed legislation does not vacate the office of a member of a local board of 

education if the member exceeds the two-term limit, or is currently serving a term with a 

relative, if such members were elected before July 1, 2021.  

• It is assumed that the proposed term limits and restrictions on board members will not 

result in a significant reduction in the number of candidates seeking to serve on the 

board.  

• Local boards of education will be able to comply with the proposed legislation within 

existing resources; any fiscal impact that may result is estimated to be not significant.
